IF there is a vacant wall in the Sunshine George Cross social club (perhaps where 
the trophy cabinet would be if they ever won any) it should be dedicated to out-

The NSL has a bad 
reputation amongst 
the majority of the 
sporting public. This 
criticism is justified. 
The events leading up 
to the 1989 NSL grand 
final is a perfect exam- 
ple of this. 

The sad fact is that 
the best publicity our 
grand final received 
was the fact that the 
match was set down to 
be played on August 
13, but no ground had 
been booked. 

The NSL_ was 
laughed at by the spor- 
ting public, and rightly 
so. The NSL were 
fortunate that the 
Parramatta rugby 
league club decided to 
alter their match which 
was scheduled to be 
played on the same 
day just two weeks be- 
fore our season's cli- 
max was to be played. 


Now that a grand 
final was on (with a 
ground), the NSL 
should have gone ab- 
out promoting the 
game (the word prom- 
oting is obviously not 
in the NSL board’s 
dictionary). 

The week leading up 
to the grand final was 
bare as far as promo- 
tion was concerned as 
no excitement was 
generated to entice the 
general sporting public 
to go to the game. 
(This was done in the 
week leading up to the 
Australia v Israel game 
and the general sport- 
ing public came out in 
droves to watch the 
match). 

Looking at it, maybe 
the NSL didn’t want to 
promote the game as 
they were already 
assured of a 20,000- 
plus crowd as the two 
Sydney based clubs 
have a strong follow- 
ing. Whatever the 
case, it should have 
done so. ::

possible terms and 
maintained the utmost 
admiration and respect 
for his squad.

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Chelsea’s Ken Bates — 
in the spotlight again

SOME expatriate 
English socer fans 
renewing their 
Monday night 
addiction to the 
ABC's highlights 
programme will 
have been dis- 
appointed to be 
denied the chance 
to see any of 
Chelsea's home 
games this season, 
because of the re- 
fusal by the club to 
allow the cameras 
in. 

Disappointed, but 
perhaps not altogether 
surprised, because the 
English football world 
has come to expect un- 
orthodox, controver- 
sial and even out- 
rageous stances from 
Chelsea, through the 
medium of their ebul- 
lient chairman, Ken 
Bates. 

For many, his fre- 
quent outbursts in the 
media (which he 
affects to despise) have 
now become tedious 
rather than 
sensational. 

Bates’ move in ban- 
ning the ITV cameras 
from Stamford Bridge 
is only the latest in a 
long series of squab- 
‘bles with the TV com- 
panies, the Football 
League, the press, his 
own players and 
Chelsea supporters, 
which have characte- 
rised his seven-year 
reign at the Bridge. 

When Bates arrived 
at Chelsea in 1982, he 
had already been 
Chairman of two other 
League clubs, Oldham 
and Wigan. 

Property speculation 
and financial dealing in 
such diverse locations 
as Ireland and the 
Caribbean had made 
him a wealthy man. 

By contrast, the 

West London club 
were on the brink of 
extinction, hamstrung 
by debts incurred on 
the construction of the 
huge East Stand in the 
mid-70s, a legacy of 
the gross mismanage- 
ment of the Mears 
family dynasty which 
had controlled the club 
since its foundation in 
1905. 
In his first season as 
chairman, Chelsea 
narrowly escaped re- 
legation to the Third 
Division for the first 
time in their history. 

The following year, 
under the inspired 
management of John 
Neal, they swept all 
before them to return 
to the First, where, 
until the shocking re- 
legation season of 
1987-88, they re- 
mained. 

‘This year so far has 
seen no exception to 
Chelsea's traditional 
unpredictable be- 
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haviour, with the club 
topping the First Divi- 
sion for the first time 
for over 20 years, after 
victories in two of their 
first three games. 

The primary distrac- 
tion has been the fate 
of Stamford Bridge it- 
self, threatened with 
demolition since its 
purchase by Marler 
Estates (the company 
once headed by the 
late chairman of 
Queens Park Rangers, 
David Bulstrode) in the 
early 80s. 

Despite the exist- 
ence of outline plan- 
ning permission for the 
site, Bates is publicly 
committed to saving it, 
and his own redevelop- 
ment plan, which in- 
volves completely re- 
building three sides of 
the ground and in- 
corporating an hotel 
and luxury apart- 
ments, is still on the 
table. 

The labrynthine 
wranglings over who 
does or does not have 
the right to ‘develop’ 
Stamford Bridge drag 
on interminably. 

Perhaps the only 
sure thing at this stage 
is that if Bates decided 
to walk away from the 
whole affair at this 
stage, the prospects for 
football at Stamford 
Bridge in the long- 
term would be virtual- 
ly zero. 

It is this personal 
identification of Bates 
with Chelsea which in- 
spires at the same time 
his greatest appeal and 
revulsion among the 
fans. 

While he has indeed 
turned the club around 
both on and off the 
field, his high-handed 
and ‘aggressive style 
has antagonised vir- 
tually everyone who 
has dared to query his 
judgement or motives 
in even the smallest 
matter. 

He has conducted 
bitter feuds with seve- 
ral journalists through 
the medium of his col- 
umn in the club pro- 
gramme, at the same 
time vigorously assert- 
ing his desire not to be 
dragged into the glare 
of publicity. 

The truth is that he 
cannot resist respon- 
ding to any slight, real 
agined, and his 
radical (and often con- 
tradictory) views on the 
future of the game and 


of Chelsea, expressed 
at the slightest 
opportunity, reveal a 
flair for self-publicity 
rather than diplomacy. 

Bates’s plan to elec- 
trify the perimeter 
fence at Stamford 
Bridge after a pitch in- 
vasion in 1985 seems 
even more fantastically 
barbaric after Hillsbor- 
ough than it did at the 
time. 


The imposition of a 
membership scheme 
costing over $30 per 
year for regular 
supporters was grumb- 
lingly accepted by 
most in 1986, but 
crowds have since de- 
clined relative to other 
clubs, and the exorbi- 
tant prices at the 
Bridge are at least par- 
ty to blame. 

This season even 
children will play $10 
to stand. 


Supporters who 
have attempted to 
organise themselves 
into an association in- 
dependent of the club, 
in order to raise such 
issues with the club, 
have been lambasted 
for disloyalty. 

Nevertheless, their 
publication, the 
‘Chelsea Indepen- 
dent’, which frequent- 
ly carries criticism of 
Bates’s policies, is read 
by over 10,000 fans. 

Despite a spell on 
the League Manage- 
ment Committee 
(which ended with 
Chelsea’s relegation in 
1988), Bates has also 
succeeded in alienating 
many of the more 
traditional administra- 
tors of the League and 
the FA. 

He shares the views 
of other ‘newcomers’ 


such as Robert Max- 
well and Irving Scho- 
lar, the belief that 
aggressive marketing 
and all-embracing 
commercialism are the 
long-term answers to 
football's problems. 

However, his own 
mercurial personality 
and maverick views on 
almost every subject 
raised in the game (he 
professes to admire 
Enoch Powell, but has 
also denounced racist 
chanting at the Bridge) 
have meant that he is 
almost as unpopular 
with his fellow-chair- 
men as he is with the 
fans of other clubs, 
who loath him almost 
universally. 

Chelsea’s own fans 
regard him with rough- 
ly equal measures of 
loyalty and resent- 
ment, but his real pow- 
er base in the game is 
his total control over 
Chelsea's financial 
affairs. 

It is this undesirable 
situation which ce- 
ments his position at 
the club. 

While Chelsea fans 
in both England and 
Australia may curse at 
this latest manifesta- 
tion of Bates’ ego, 
which is preventing 
them from seeing the 
club's exciting start to 
the season, they know 
that the alternative of 
Chelsea without Bates 
(in the short-term at 
least) is simply unthink- 
able. 

The end result of re- 
maining hitched to his 
own personal band- 
wagon remains to be 
seen, but one thing is 
for sure — nothing in 
Chelsea’s future can 
ever be predicted with 
any confidence.

POLICE and soccer 
authorities in Italy 
agreed today that 
the country’s main 
soccer stadiums 
should be con- 
verted to all-seater 
venues in re- 
sponse to mount- 
ing crowd vio- 
lence. 

The long-term plan 
was among measures 
passed at a meeting 
tween Interior Mi 
ter Antonio Gava, 
police chief Vincenzo 
Parisi and senior soc- 
cer officials following 
two deaths and more 
than 500 injuries 
among fighting fans 
last season. 

Gava told reporters 
the police presence at

First Division matches 
would be increased 
this season. 

He emphasised that 
Italy was determined 
to improve the image 
of soccer before it 
stages the 1990 World 
Cup finals. 

The conversion 
scheme, which will be 
implemented gradual- 
ly, will apply to soccer 
stadiums with capaci- 
ties over 10,000. 

Special areas would 
be reserved for visiting 
fans and escape gates 
installed in crush bar- 
riers to allow spectator 
access to the pitch in 
an emergency. 

Local police chiefs 
would also have the 
right to insist on close 
circuit television 


Twelve large sta- 
diums being modified 
for next year’s World 
Cup will consist entire- 
ly of numbered seats, 
which tournament 
organisers say will re- 
duce the risk of vio- 
lence and allow offi- 
cials to control access 
more easily. 

Gava said the wider 
conversion plan would 
require time but added 
that once stadiums 
were all-seater, tickets 
would be issued in the 
names of individual 
fans.
